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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-22, 24 and 25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest the instant method of preparing an electrode comprising a step of 
preparing a layer of active material, a layer of conductive material or a composite layer thereof 
onto the surface of an electrode using a substrate induced coagulation coating method, wherein 
the active material layer and the conductive material layer is alternatingly arranged one or more 
times or where the composite layer of active material and conductive material layer is attached to 
the surface of the electrode substrate by a polyelectrolyte.
